GOLD PROFIT WASHINGTON, Oct. 30.—The eminent Dr. Tugwell 

does not generally speak with authority on the finan- 
cial aspects of the New Deal. Specifically he did not at Los Angeles, if 
his speech there meant that the profit from gold devaluation is going to 
be applied to the debt so as to make the budget look ‘better any time 
soon. 

__ There are good reasons at this end for suspecting that the doctor 
did not intend to say anything new.

Experience has shown that no government is powerful enough to en- 
force unwilling obedience to its laws. Even mighty Rome was helpless 
when the plebeians ‘as a unit refused to obey. | 

The Only thing that keeps America from being a madhouse of un- 
restrained violence, lust and crime is the fact that all but a fraction of 
the people are voluntarily decent. If all were determined to rob, riot, 
assault and loot, an army equal to the A. E. F. could not restrain them. 

This being true, it should be clear that. the greatest aids to law and 
order are the influences that persuade people voluntarily to live peaceful 
honest and virtuous lives. ¥ 

What are these influences? 

The first, of course, is public opinion; but this is a product of others. 

Another is family and class pride. Millions of people, schooled in 
a decent environment, live clean and honorable lives because they are 
too proud to violate the standards of their kind. They will not do the 
things that “simply aren’t done” by their class and breed. 

But all experience has shown that the greatest influence for decency 
—the influence that restrains the great majority who are not controlled 
by pride of class or family—is religion. 

The aristocratic atheist schooled to feel pride in decency may be 
rigidly righteous; more humble people cannot or will not live above 
reproach without the sustaining strength of religious conviction 

If those who rule America were smart, they would honor and encour- 
age and teach religion—even though they regard it as silly superstition 
——for they have no other ally that can serve so well to preserve peace 
and order and quiet contentment. 

For twenty years the men who influence popular opinion have mocked 
and ridiculed religion and made people ashamed of it; now they have 
their reward in a generation that has no god except desire and self- 
indulgence and money. The churches have more empty pews, but the 


prisons have no empty cells.

It may be just as well to begin this piece for the paper with 


a few simple rules for parents. 


Especially for the parents of that well-known and fine young 
person known as the American boy of high school age. 

The rules would be those for parents who are wondering 
whether to permit the boy to play football when he goes to 
high school next fall. Or whether to allow him to play with 
sandlot teams on Saturdays before he enters college. And the 
first rule is— 

Don’t—until you have investigated thoroughly. 

After investigation if you find the high school boy 
is going to serve under a capable coach who isn’t a bully 
or a hysterical type, the worst of it is over. 

Then determine if the boy is to receive a thorough and 
searching physical examination. If he isn’t, have it done by 
vour family physician. Have his heart and his lungs and his 
blood pressure gone into very thoroughly. 

And then, as the fond and interested parent, deter- 
mine what sort of equipment the school furnishes. If it 
isn’t adequate, furnish it yourself. Your boy should 
have, and wear in games and scrimmage practice, a head 
guard, good shoulder pads and pants which protect the 
hip and knee and thigh. He should have his ankles 
taped or wrapped in heavy canvas for each game. 

There are some boys who play without headguards or 
helmets. They are ill-advised and high school athletic directors 
and parents should be very careful to see that each boy is re- 
quired to wear his helmet in scrimmage and in games. 

Keep your boy out of sandlot games unless they are 
supervised as set out above. 

Football isn’t a dangerous game, per se. But it is one of 
several games involving bodily contact, and those games pro- 


are relatively safe. 


THE FATALITY ROLL. 


You see, the football death roll, as compiled by the Asso- 
ciated Press, is a peculiar death roll in that it includes every | 
fatality wherein there is even a remote chance the fatality may | 
have been caused directly or indirectly by football. | 

I: lists 19 at present, one college player, one CCC | 
player, two sandlot players and 14 high school boys. | 


i 


The total is rather shocking until one goes into details. | 
The college player was from Oregon and he suc- | 
cumbed to an infection which was believed to have been | 
injured in football last year. Medical attention must | 
have been delayed. They were not sure football was to 
blame. ) 

Three of the high school boys met death peculiarly. 

One injured his foot. When he stooped over to 
untie his shoe he died of a heart attack. Obviously he 
should never have been permitted to play. An exami- 
nation would have, in all probability, disclosed the fact 
he had a heart weakness. 

One ran headlong into a telephone pole and died from con- 
cussion. Proper supervision would not permit games to be 
plaved where poles were that near the playing field. 

Another died of an electrical shock from a faulty 
electric pad on his leg. Ejither the equipment was faulty 
or it was some apparatus in the hands of an inexperienced 
man. 

The others succumbed to various injuries, concussions, in- 
fections and so on, 

It is impossible to say, of course, but it is most prob- 
able the majority of these fatalities were unnecessary 
and could have been prevented. 

Football is not a killer sport if properly supervised. 
it is, or is likely to be. 


COLLEGES AND HIGH SCHOOLS. 
Colleges and most high schools have proper facilities for | 
football. . 
The two Georgia institutions, Georgia Tech and Georgia, 
will serve as illustrations. 

The boys are all examined physically. Proper equip- 
ment is provided. The boys are schooled in football 
by trained coaches. They are taught how to tackle, run 
and fall. 

Any injury received, no matter how small, receives prompt | 
attention from trainers or physicians. | 

College men wear helmets and pads, and have these | 
augmented to protect any slight injury such as a bruise | 


If not 


or strained ligamerts or muscle. . | 
A great many high school boys consider it unmanly to} 
wear a helmet. They should have explained to them just what | 
the human skull will take in the way of a blow. And what not. | 
If your high school boy wants to play, let him do so. | 
But not before all the items of physical condition, the 
coaching equipment and medical supervision have been 
checked by the parents. 
Football is a game of contact and it is going to produce | 
some injuries to muscles and ligaments. But with proper su- 
pervision, it need not produce fatalities. |

Modern dentists use X-ray ma- 


‘chines to help them tell whether or 
not teeth should be pulled. If there

ed 
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is an abscess in or near the root, the 
usual course is to pull the tooth; but 


the tooth is saved. 

Early in the present century, tests 
were made in England and Germany 
to find out how much the health of 
school children could be improved by 
good care of the teeth. 

Tests of much the same kind have 
been made in several cities of the 
United States. In Bridgeport, Conn. 
the teeth of children were watched 
and treated during a period of five 
years. As a result, their health came 
to be much better. Only half as many 
failed to pass from one grade to ane 
other as before the care was given. 

In Atlanta, Ga., a dental clinic was 
placed in one large school, and Su- 
perinténdent Willis A. Suttoa report- 

these results: 

The pupils were less often absent. 
A smaller number failed to pass from 
one grade to another. There was more 
gain in weight than usual. The chil- 
dren seemed more happy, and their 
general health was better. 

After the success in the first school, 
dental clinics were placed in other 
Atianta. Mr. Sutton de- 
clared that this brought a saving of 
at least $150,000 a year to the city 
because not so many children had to 
be taught in the same grade for two
